We will
not _attempt to describe the weld-
ing department on account of the
many bright lights and the ‘sign
posted at entrance advising -ngainst
lgoking too long. ‘We will say that
the acetylene form cutting machine
fhat cuts ‘metal to the line from
any .design _or pattern is the very
latest product of the welders’ art.
We also wish- to say that each
welder at work protects adjacent
